Long-shot shuttle begins 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger flies today to 
Africa on a “ long-shot” shuttle mission 
designed to help bring the problems of 
southern Africa to the negotiating table 
Kissinger was scheduled to leave 
Andrews Air Force base outside 
Washington at 9 a.m. EDT for a trip that 
will probably last two weeks and will en­ 
tail a long-distance shuttle between the 
most intractable enemies of southern 
Africa, black and white factions. 
At a news conference on Saturday. Kis­ 
singer noted that one African expert. 
Sen Dick Clark. D-Iowa, put the chances 
for his success at one in 20 
The 
secretary’s own hopes for the trip ap­ 
peared to have diminished as the 
realities of southern Africa draw closer 
and the tempo of violence has increased 


Last April, Kissinger talked of a 
negotiated solution for southern Africa, 
particularly Rhodesia. 


Last Saturday at a news conference, 
his aims were stated more modestly: 
“ To establish a framework for negotia­ 
tions. in which the details will have to be 
worked out by the various parties con­ 
cerned .” 


Kissinger said he would not expect 
negotiations on turning over majority 
rule to Rhodesia will begin on this trip, 
but he indicated there is a possibility 
that he would meet with Rhodesian 
Prime Minister Ian Smith if certain un­ 
specified conditions were met 
After an overnight rest stop in Zurich 
Monday, where no business is scheduled. 
Kissinger planned to leave Switzerland 


about 10 a m. local time Tuesday for Dar 
es Salaam. Tanzania, arriving late Tues­ 
day night for the first leg of a shuttle 
between Tanzania, Zambia and South 
Africa. 
Just how many round trips there will 
be and what other countries will be 
visited depends on the progress of the 
negotiations. 
Each leg of the shuttle between the 
three principal points — Dar es Salaam, 
Lusaka, and Pretoria — is equivalent to 
a flight from New York to Fort Worth, 
Tex 
In addition to the Rhodesia problem. 
Kissinger will try to set up a framework 
of negotiations for Namibia (southwest 
Africa) and. the most complex problem 
of all, the future course of the Republic 
of South Africa itself 


Ford signs 
'Sunshine' 
measure 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — President 
Ford today signed the so-called 
“ Sunshine Act,” saying he strongly en­ 
dorses the concept that most of the 
decision-making business of about 50 
federal regulatory agencies must be 
open to the public. 
In a statement at a Rose Garden sign­ 
ing ceremony, Ford said citizens in 
a democracy have “ a right to know not 
only what the government decides but 
why and by what process 
“ Today many citizens feel that govern­ 
ment is too remote, that it is not respon­ 
sive to their needs,” he said

Academy of Sciences Committee said to­ 
day some spray can gases pose a threat 
to the Earth's ozone radiation shield and 
almost certainly will have to be selec­ 
tively banned. 
The 13-member study panel, which had 
studied the ozone problem for the past 
two years, recommended that any 
government regulatory action be 
delayed for up to two years to give scien-

SOUTH LA K E TAHOE (U PI I - Three 
Southern Californians were found dead 
during the weekend in the wreckage of 
their single engine plane on Mount Talac 
in the Tahoe Basin. 
Harry Potvin, 38. Harlan Saltzman. 35. 
and Carolene Madrigal, 25, all of the 
Santa Maria area, were apparently 
killed instantly when the plane struck the 
mountain west of Lake Tahoe 
Eldorado County Sheriffs said the 
plane was reported missing late Friday 
night. He said it took rescuers until 
Saturday afternoon to reach the crash 
site near the 10.000 foot level 
The 
wreckage was just 150 feet below the 
peak of the mountain 
The Federal Aviation Administration 
is conducting an investigation to deter­ 
mine what caused the crash

The concern is that the gases’ erosion 
of the ozone layer in the upper at­ 
mosphere would allow more harmful ul­ 
traviolet radiation to reach the Earth, in­ 
creasing the incidence of skin cancer and 
possibly harming plants and animals. 
The committee said build-up of the 
gases in the stratosphere also could af­ 
fect the Earth s climate 
“ In our present state of knowledge, it 
would be imprudent to accept increasing 
CFM (fluorocarbons) use and release, in 
the United States or worldwide." the 
committee said. 
The nontoxic gases, known as 
fluorocarbons. are used as propellents in 
about half of all aerosol products, in 
eluding hair sprays, deodorants and 
insecticides They also are used in most 
air conditioning and refrigeration 
systems. 
The United States is a major producer 
of the gases and an industry spokesman 
said last year a total ban on the use of 
fluorocarbons “ would completely dis­ 
rupt” an $8 billion industry employing 
more than 11 million Americans. 
The committee, directed by Dr. John 
W. 
Tukey of Bell Laboratories. 
Princeton. N J., found in its study 
fluorocarbons released into the at­ 
mosphere eventually make their way 
into the stratosphere where they decom­ 
pose the protective layer of ozone 15 to 30

Ozone is a three-atom form of oxygen 
that absorbs harmful amounts of ul­ 
traviolet radiation from the sun 
The panel said continued release of 
fluorocarbons at the 1973 rate eventually 
would destroy about 7 per cent of the 
ozone shield, with half of this erosion oc- 
curing in the next 50 years 
A 7 per cent ozone reduction might ul­ 
timately increase by 14 per cent the 
amount of ultraviolet radiation reaching 
Earth, the committee said 
It said the major effects of such a 
radiation increase could be to increase 
the incidents of malignant moles, an un­ 
common but often fatal disease, and to 
increase the rate of much more common 
and rarely fatal forms of skin cancer. 
The malignant mole possibility is not 
proved, the panel said, but should be 
treated as a “ serious health hazard .” 
In addition, the panel said there could 
be "effects on plants and animals of un­ 
known magnititude ” 


In conclusion, the committee said: 
“ Selective regulation of CFM uses and 
releases is almost certain to be neces­ 
sary at some time and to some degree of 
completeness Needed timing, nor the 
needed severity can be reasonably 
specified today ” 


While delaying regulations, the com­ 
mittee recommended that all spray can 
products containing the gases be labeled 
“ as an aid to consumer self-restraint.” 
The issue was raised in 1974 by 
chemists F S 
Rowland and Mario 
Molina of the University of California at 
Irvine

NEW YORK (U P I) - The five Croa­ 
tian terrorists charged with hijacking an 
American jetliner will be prosecuted un­ 
der federal air piracy statutes, the U.S. 
Attorney’s office said today. 
A local authority said a sixth person 
not yet under arrest was believed to have 
assisted in the hijack plot. 
Thomas R. Pattison, deputy chief of 
the U.S. Attorney’s Criminal Division, 
said the statute carries a minimum 
penalty of 20 years in prison and a man­ 
datory life prison sentence or the death 
penalty if a person is killed during a 
hijacking. 
It was not im m ediately clear, 
however, if that section of the law ap­ 
plies to the death of New York police of­ 
ficer killed by a bomb left behind Friday 
night in Grand Central station by the 
hijackers of the Trans World Airlines 
jetliner with 87 aboard 
The five suspects, driven in a five-car 
motorcade, arrived at U.S. District 
Court in Brooklyn at 10 :30 a m and were 
taken to a rear entrance of the court 
house They were expected to remain in 
holding pens for at least an hour before 
going upstairs to be arraigned. 
A spokesman said Bronx District At­ 
torney Mario Merola would seek a 
murder indictment by the end of the 
week against the five suspects “ and any 
other persons involved in the hijacking.” 
“ There’s got to be at least one other 
person involved in the hijacking, 
the 
spokesman said “ Somebody (involved in 
the plot) not in the plane had to make 
those phone calls about the bomb in 
Grand Central.” 
The five suspects, four men and a 
woman. Friday boarded the TWA’s flight 
355 from New York to Chicago, carrying 
a collection of saucepans and what 
looked like gifts past the x-ray and 
metal-detecting machines at La Guardia 
Airport They attracted little notice at 
the time 
Within an hour or so. the five used the 
contents of their saucepans and gifts to 
launch one of history's most bizarre 
publicity stunts — a 44-hour odyssey that 
included a transatlantic hijacking, the 
blackmailing of four major U.S. new­ 
spapers and the death of a policeman. 
For good measure, they dropped 


propaganda leaflets over London and 
Paris, forced authorities to make similar 
drops over New York, Chicago and 
Montreal, and asked to speak by phone to 
President Ford or Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. 
They did it all. they said, to bargain for 
publicity for an obscure separationist 
struggle in Yugoslavia. 
For their success, the five self-styled 
“ Fighters for Free Croatia’ may pay 
dearly — perhaps with their lives. 
They surrendered Sunday in Paris and 
were flown back to New York to face 
charges of air piracy and perhaps 
murder — the former for America's first 
hijacking in nearly four years, the latter 
for the death of New York police officer 
Brian Murray. 26. killed trying to disarm 
a bomb they left behind. 
Murder of a police officer in New York 
is punishable by death in the electric 
chair. 
The hijacked flight took them to 
Montreal, Newfoundland. Iceland and 
Paris and. when they surrendered Sun­ 
day. back to New York where they 
started — this time in handcuffs. 
The New York-to-Chicago flight was 
near Buffalo, N Y . when the hijackers 
forced it to turn north, toward 
Montreal. 
In a locker in New York’s Grand 
Central Station, they said, authorities 
would find a 2.400-word manifesto of the 
“ Free Croatia” movement with a de­ 
mand it be published in its entirety in the 
New York Times, the Chicago Tribune, 
the Washington Post and the Los Angeles 
Times. 
With the manifesto police found a 
bomb — the one that exploded and killed 
Murray. Unless their demands were 
published, the terrorists said, a second 
bomb would be detonated in a “ busy 
location " 
The plane landed at Montreal, and 
again at Gander. Newfoundland 
At 
Gander, the five released 35 passengers, 
negotiated the assistance of a Boeing 707 
jet to guide them because their own pilot 
did not know the way, and headed for 
Reykjavik. Iceland 
Behind, their propaganda leaflets were 
fluttering down over New York Chicago 
and Montreal 
U.S. will veto 
admission of 
UN 
Hanoi 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - U N Ambas­ 
sador William Scranton said today the 
United States will veto admission of 
Vietnam to the world body because 
Hanoi has failed to supply information 
about Americans missing in action 


Scranton told reporters President 
Ford directed him to cast the veto 
because Hanoi had shown itself to be 
neither “ peace loving” nor “ interested 
in humanitarianism” in its failure to sup­ 
ply requested information on Americans 
still listed as missing in action during the 
Vietnamese war 


Hanoi “ has not been helpful. ’ 
Scranton said, but left open the pos­ 
sibility the administration might change 


its mind in the future if Vietnam honors 
the request for MIA information 
Scranton told reporters Ford made the 
veto decision because “ there is nothing 
to indicate in any negotiations’ that the 
North Vietnamese have sharply altered 
their position on the MIA issue 
Scranton appeared to offer a more con­ 
ciliatory stance toward Vietnam’s future 
U N admission if Hanoi start serious 
negotiations on the status of the MIAs. 
“ We are very anxious to talk to them 
about this and other issues.” Scranton 
said 
Earlier this month. Vietnam released 
the names of 12 American pilots shot 
down and killed in the war who had been 
previously listed as missing in action.

CAPE TOWN. South Africa 
(U P I) 
— W hite citizen s 
angered by nearly a week of 
antigovernment riots shot and 
killed four nonwhites this 
weekend. Three others were 
killed by police. 
The killings raised the death 
toll in the Cape Town area to 34 
since the race riots erupted last 
Tuesday in the white-owned 
center of the city. 
In the latest incident, a white 
resident at suburban Matrods- 
fontein shot and killed two of 
three blacks, who attacked shop 
assistants in a nearby store 
with knives late Sunday. The 
third attacker was chased down 
in the streets by a mob and cap­ 
tured. 
In Crawford, another white 
suburb, a white motorist shot 
and killed one mulatto Saturday 
and wounded another, who had 
forced his car from the road 
In Franschoek. a sleepy wine­ 
growing village in the moun­ 
tains 40 miles northeast of Cape 
Town, three white civilians 
became angered when a mulat­ 
to broke from a chanting crowd 
outside a whites-only central 
hotel and began smashing an 
automobile with a brick. They 
fired simultaneous burst of gun­ 
fire. killing the man. 
Police Maj. Gen David Kriel 
said three persons were killed 
by police in the Cape Town 
area, but did elaborate on the 
circumstances of the shootings 
At least 338 persons have died 
in 12 weeks of racial unrest 
across South Africa. 
Police said the weekend 
shootings reflected a growing 
backlash by gun-toting white 
civilians, who have besieged 
Cape Town gunshops demand­ 
ing weapons at any price 
Meanwhile, near Pretoria. 
1.040 miles north of Cape Town, 
police killed a black youth and 
wounded five other rioters 
Saturday when a crowd of 100 
rampaging students hurled gas­ 
oline bombs and stones at a 
police station in Attridgeville. a 
segregated black suburb six 
miles from the capital 
The rioters — leaving the 
funeral of a black girl killed in 
clashes between police and stu­ 
dents — stoned cars, burned a 
white-owned bus and set fire to 
a government building 
In other weekend develop­ 
ments. police arrested Lydia 
Johnstone, a 22-year-old mulat­ 
to. who represented South 
Africa’s nonwhites in the Miss 
World contest last year in 
London She was charged with 
violating the riotous assemblies 
act that bans public meetings. 
Fnends. however said she 
was “ too uninterested in 
politics to even discuss the sub­ 
ject. let alone become in­ 
volved to the extent where she 
would be detained by security 
police ”

Fresno newsmen reach 
10-day mark in prison 


QUITO. Ecuador (U P I) - It 
was 8 06 a m Aug 15 when the 
four-engine Saeta Airlines Vis­ 
count carrying 59 persons final­ 
ly cleared the rain-dampened 
runway of Quito's Mariscal 
Sucre airport 
The departure had been 
delayed by bad weather 
Pilot Marcelo Aleman circled 
to gain altitude, lifted over the 
mountains enclosing the city 
and headed south through 
threatening dark clouds. 
Twenty-one minutes later. 
Aleman reported by radio to the 
ground station at Ambato. 60 
miles south of Quito, that the 
plane was at 18.000 feet and the 
flight was normal 
It was not 
Aleman s message was the 
last contact with the plane or 
any of the 59 persons aboard 
The flight to Cuenca. 185 
miles away, should have taken 
about an hour But the route 
was a rugged one. along the 
spine of the Andean mountain 
chain running through Ecuador 
from north to south, including 
towering, snowcapped 
Mt 
Chimborazo. 20.561 feet high 
Hundreds of flights by search 
planes, including U S 
Air 
Force craft from the Panama 
Canal Zone, have criss-crossed 
the route without spotting a 
sign of the missing airliner The 
search is now lim ited to 
sporadic flights and ground par­ 
ties. 
Aboard the Saeta plane were 
four crewmen and 55 Ecuado­ 
rean passengers, including at 
least three complete families. 
11 children and several Roman 
Catholic priests 
Their families have waited in 
vain for some word of their 
fate 
Hopes were raised briefly 
when a newspaper in Cali. 
Colombia, printed a story based 
on unfounded speculation that 
the plane had been hijacked by 
guerrillas But there proved to 
be no basis for the report 
In October 1972, a Uruguayan 
plane went down in the Chilean 
Andes with 45 persons aboard, 
including an entire rugby team. 
More than two months later. 16 
persons were rescued 
They 
said they had stayed alive by 
eating the flesh of their dead 
companions 


FR ESN O (U P D - Four 
jailed Fresno Bee newsmen to­ 
day reached the 10-day mark of 
their indefinite sentences for 
refusing to reveal their news 
sources 
They face at least four more 
days in jail, until a hearing 
scheduled for Friday in Fresno 
County Superior Court 
The four. Bee Managing 
Editor George Gruner. Om­ 
budsman James Bort Jr . and 
reporters Joe Rosato and 
William K 
Patterson, were 
visited during the weekend by 
Sen John V Tunney. D-Calif 
Tunney met with the news­ 
men privately for about 40 
minutes in their quarters at the 
Fresno County Industrial Farm 
where they were confined after 
surrendering to sheriff’s depu­ 
ties to begin serving their in­ 
definite jail sentences 
Tunney said after the meet­ 
ing he told the newsmen that his 
staff found a 100 per cent in­ 
crease in gag orders, court­ 
room closings, sealing of 
evidence and similar actions by 
judges in the past few years 
He said he told the four he 
was convinced legislatioon was 
necessary to correct 'what is 
becoming a pattern of judges 
going too far 
Tunney said after talking to 
the four he was convinced “ the 
charges against them and their 
jailing represent a serious 
problem for our democratic in­ 
stitutions ” 


He said he fully supported 
their stand and would support 
legislation “ to keep secrecy 
from becoming the rule in 
court proceedings instead of 
just the rare exception 


The newsmen were ordered 
to jail on open-end sentences

More strikes 
predicted 
by teachers 


WASHINGTON (U P I I - Tea- 
chers’ Union President Albert 
Shanker is predicting a continu­ 
ing “ large number” of strikes 
against school systems so long 
as teachers must fight just to 
maintain the same standard of 
living 
“ Most of these strikes are 
defensive They are not strikes 
where teachers are trying to 
get rich quickly or make great 
gains.” Shanker said “ For the 
most part they are trying to 
hold onto the same standard of 
living they had three or four 
years ago and the same con­ 
ditions.” 
Shanker and John Ryor, 
president of the rival National 
Education Association, were in­ 
terviewed on ABC-TV’s “ Is­ 
sues and Answers” program 
Sunday. 
“ I think the situation hasn’t 
changed from last year.” Ryor 
said when asked to predict 
whether many strikes can be 
expected this school year. 
“ Finances are still in terrible 
shape in many of our school dis­ 
tricts 
Teachers are still af­ 
fected by inflation, still have 
great concerns about the size of 
classrooms, the lack of mate­ 
rials. and when those frustra­ 
tions are sufficiently great, 
teachers will strike.” 
Ryor said the average tea­ 
chers' salary increased by 87 
per cent over the last eight 
years, but the cost of living 
went up enough to make the 
real gain only about 7 per cent. 
Both leaders said their unions 
should be merged to protect 
teachers, but questions about 
affiliations with the organized 
labor movement are among 
roadblocks to their joining 
hands

Bruce Anderholt said two 
bodies had been recovered from 
automobiles caught in the path 
of the giant wave.

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Giant sponge grows where 
nuclear wastes dumped 


OAKLAND (U P I) - A new 
genus of giant sponge is thriv­ 
ing in the Pacific just outside 
the Golden Gate Bridge where 
thousands of barrels of radioac­ 
tive waste were dumped 25 
years ago. it was reported. 
The Oakland Tribune said 
Sunday in a copyrighted story 
that the sponges were three to 
four feet tall and shaped like 
big vases. They were near the 
Farallon Islands 30 miles west 
of San Francisco. 


Robert S Dyer, an oceanog­ 
rapher with the Office of Radia­ 
tion Program s of the En ­ 
viro n m en tal 
Pro tectio n 
Agency, discovered the spon­ 
ges 


Dyer said the plutonium con­ 
tent of the sea bottom near the 
small cluster of uninhabited 
islands was found to be 25 times 
higher than the maxiumum 
levels previously predicted by 
scientists 


But. Dyer said, this was still 
10.000 times lower than the 
lowest level where plutonium 
has been observed to affect 
health through inhalation into 
the lungs. He added there would 
be no danger to human beings 
who ate fish caught near the 
drums. 
The oceanographer said 
47.500 barrels of radioactive 
waste were dumped at two sites 
in water about 900 meters in 
depth. 


Dyer, a U.S. represenative on 
the International Atomic Ener­ 
gy Agency in Vienna, said that 
despite 
many oceanographic 
studies along the California 
coast no one found the sponge. 


"One would have thought that 
this sponge would have been 
fairly common, yet nobody 
seemed to have any informa­ 
tion on it.” the scientist said. 
G .J 
Bakus, professor of 
marine biology at the Universi- 


ty of Southern California, told 
the Tribune that the new and 
previously known genus of 
sponge belonged to a classifica­ 
tion called Hexactinellida. 
This, he said, included glass 
sponges. 
Dyer said he was asked by his 
coworkers about the possibility 
of a "giant mutant sponge” 
growing out of the radioactive 
dump. 
" It ’s a nice science fiction 
idea, but I would have a hard 
time justifying it,” he said. 
He noted the sponges were at­ 
tached to the broken barrels 
and it was possible the sponges 
were simply rare ones which 
prefer to attach themselves to 
smooth, hard surfaces. 
Dyer will describe his investi­ 
gation at a hearing by the 
House Government Operations 
Committee’s environment and 
natural resources subcommit­ 
tee hearing in San Francisco 
Friday. 
Nation's weather

Rain soaked portions of 
Oklahoma. Nevada and Cali­ 
fornia early today, posing the 
threat of flash floods, but dry 
weather left the Midwest’s 
North Woods tinder dry and a 
wind shift could renew a major 
forest fire. 
A flash flood warning was 
posted for Harmon County in 
southwestern Oklahoma early 
today after thunderstorms 
* dumped up to 4 inches of rain on 
the area. 
Flash flood watches also 
were in effects for portions of 
Mono and Inyo counties in 
California and the northern 
Owens Valley of California. A 
flash flood watch was in effect 
too in south-central Nevada. 
Thunderstorms 
stretched 
from the upper Mississippi 
Valley and the Northern Plains 


to the Rockies and west Texas, 
with some severe storms pack­ 
ing hail and high winds. Rain 
also spread over southern 
Nevada and into eastern 
California. 
A tornado touched down near 
Follett, Tex., Sunday night, 
causing scattered minor dama­ 
ge. There were no reports of in­ 
juries. Golf-ball sized hail hit 
Wellington. Tex. 
Other storms brought rain to 
Florida and the eastern Gulf 
Coast. 
But portions of the North 
Woods were still starved for 
moisture. 
Firefighters in Michigan’s 
Upper Peninsula warned thatun- 
less the weather changes, they 
will face "serious problems” 
controlling a blaze in the Seney 
National Wildlife Refuge and 
the Manistique River State 


Park. The fire, which already 
has blackened some 60,000 
acres of forest, was once 
believed contained. But Sunday 
it jumped a highway that had 
been restraining it and threat­ 
ened more forestland with 
destruction. 
“ The fire is in very difficult 
country,” a state spokesman 
said. "There are no roads and it 
is marshy. That makes it dif­ 
ficult to move most kinds of 
equipment across country. And, 
unless we get a break in the 
weather we will have severe 
problems,” he said. 
High winds have combined 
with low humidity to create a 
forest area that was tinderbox 
dry. Tanner said. 
Forests in Minnesota and 
Wisconsin faced similar prob­ 
lems and extremely high fire 
danger. 
Smallpox conquest imminent 


ATLANTA (U P I) - The con­ 
quest of smallpox — a disease 
that has plagued the human 
race for centuries — is immi­ 
nent. according to world health 
officials. 
O fficials at the national 
Center for Disease Control said 
Saturday that no cases of the 
disfiguring, 
blinding illness 
have been reported anywhere in 
the world for over a month. 
This is a clear signal, they 
said, that the disease that has 
killed millions is about to be 
wiped from the face of the 
earth. Eradication of the illness 
would mark the first time man 
has made a major disease ex­ 
tinct. 
The disease was last reported 
in five remote villages of 
Ethiopia by the World Health 
Organization in Geneva. Swit­ 
zerland 
The WHO said the 
cases there are not clinically 
active and no new smallpox 
cases have reported anywhere 
since Aug 9. 
Dr. William H Foege, a CDC 
epidemiologist, said the ab­ 
sence of new smallpox cases in 
Ethiopia "means there has 
been a break in known tran­ 
smission of the disease, an 
almost certain clue that eradi­ 
cation is not far in the future.” 
But he said there might still 
be some few Ethiopian villages 
with smallpox cases unknown 
to the WHO 
Because of the difficulty in 


reaching some of the villages, 
WHO will wait for 10 weeks 
after the last reported new case 
before making the eradication 
of the disease official. 
Smallpox is a viral infection 
that kills one of every four vic­ 
tims and leaves survivors 
scarred for life with hundreds 
of deep pits on their faces and 
bodies. It has blinded millions. 
Casualties of the illness over 
the centuries have included the 
American common man and 
Emperor Joseph I of Germany, 
Louis XV of France, Peter II of 
Russia, the last Elector of 
Bavaria. 
Ethiopia was smallpox's last 
remaining stronghold. WHO 
epidemiologists had narrowed 
the area of infection to a few 
villages in the central high­ 
lands. 
Foege said WHO smallpox 
fig h ters p red ict the last 
remaining cases in Ethiopia 
would be cleared up next month 
and that the world, for the first 
time in history, will be free of 
the disease. 
It will then be two years 
before a World Health commis­ 
sion issues a declaration for­ 
mally declaring the country 
free of smallpox. 
Edward Jenner, an English 
physician who was himself 
stricken with smallpox at 8, 
gave the world an effective 
weapon against smallpox in 
1796 


The worldwide battle to 
eliminate smallpox began in 
1967 under the auspices of 
WHO 
At that time, it was 
widespread in South America, 
parts of Africa, the Indian sub­ 
continent and Indonesia.

Viking's 'digger' not in ready 
position following first deposit 


PASADENA, Calif. (U P I) - 
Scientists discovered early to­ 
day that a mechanical arm that 
scooped a teaspoonsful of red 
soil from the surface of Mars 
and desposited it inside Viking 2 
apparently did not return to the 
ready position for new experi­ 
ments. 
Project officials gathered at 
the Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
for a predawn meeting to 
diagnose the exact problem and 
determine how to rectify it. 
"W e got data back which in­ 
d icates the sample was 
collected and placed in the 
laboratory, and we assume the 
sample was allocated correct­ 
ly,” a spokesman at the Viking 
Mission Control Center said 
early today. 
"But since then we’ve re­ 
ceived information that the soil 
sampler arm did not complete 
its full sequence and did not 
return to the position it’s sup­ 
posed to be in for its next soil 
acquisition.” 
The first notice of the 
malfunction was a photograph 
taken from Viking that did not 
show the arm and scoop in its 
proper position. Other pictures 
indicated that the soil taken 
from Mars had been deposited 
as planned. 
The spacecraft was pro­ 
grammed to pick up two cubic 


centimeters of the soil from 
M ars’ Utopia plain, sift it 
through a screen and deposit it 
in three separate compart­ 
ments for different experi­ 
ments. 
One-half the soil was allocat­ 
ed for a gas exchange experi­ 
ment operating on the principle 
that living organisms bolstered

"Obviously an area under a 
rock has received an awful lot 
of protection. It’s pretty much 
the concept the rock has been 
there a very long time — maybe 
a billion years.”

Van pool pilot project asked 


HONG KONG (UPI) - At the 
rate of almost 4,000 an hour, 
g rie v in g 
C h in e se 
to d ay 
streamed past the flag-covered 
body of Chinese Communist 
party Chairman Mao Tse-tung. 
Many wept and cried out, some 
broke down and had to be 
helped from the Great Hall of 
the People. 
Diplomats and other foreign 
residents in Peking were per­ 
mitted to go to the Great Hall 
this afternoon to pay their last 
respects to the founder of the 
People’s Republic of China, 
who died last Thursday at 82. 
Comrades in a revolutionary 
struggle that began more than 
50 years ago took turns standing 
by his funeral bier as guards of 
honor. 
M any w ere so old and 
enfeebled they could not stand 
or walk without assistance. But 
they took their turns in the 
honor guard lineup, as an army 
band played solemn music. 
Since the week of formal 
mourning began Saturday, po­ 
lice and militia troops have 
maintained tight security in the 
capital, particularly around the 
sprawling Tien An Men (Gate

of Heavenly Peace) Square, 
where the Great Hall is located. 
Wearing black armbands, 
tens of thousands of mourners 
filed past Mao’s body, clad in 
the gray tunic he made famous 
and resting on a three-foot-high 
white bier. 
Many wept and some cried 
out. “ Chairman Mao, Chairman 
Mao, you’ll always live in our 
memory.’’ the New China News 
Agency reported. 
Others broke down and had to 
be helped, according to televi­ 
sion film transmitted by the 
Chinese from Peking and 
reports of residents in the 
capital. 
A fam ily wreath of sun­ 
flowers. sheaves of wheat, ears 
of corn and 
yellow flowers 
stood near the body. 
Peking Radio broadcast mes­ 
sages from party, government 
and military organizations in 
provincial regions pledging to 
“ rally around the party central 
committee,’’ faithfully carry 
out the policies laid down by 
Mao. and continue the power 
struggle he launched against 
purged vice party Chairman 
Teng Hsiao-ping and Teng’s 


supporters only a few months 
before he died. 
None of the numerous mes­ 
sages sent so far has endorsed 
Hua Kuo-feng as Mao’s succes­ 
sor. 
Hua, promoted to the newly 
created position of first vice 
chairman of the party when 
Teng was purged last April, is 
now the top man in the party. 
As premier, he also is top man 
in the state administration. 


Until the party’s central com- 
m ittee co n firm s his a p ­ 
pointment. it was considered 
unlikely that any regional group 
will endorse him as Mao’s suc­ 
cessor.

(UPI) - Ed 
Frey can’t even get arrested 
when he sticks home-grown 
marijuana under the nose of the 
law. 
Frey, a dropout lawyer from 
San Francisco, lives and grows 
the weed outside Ukiah. He 
wants to challenge the constitu­ 
tionality of state laws that 
make it a felony to cultivate the 
weed. 
In July he went to the office 
of Mendocino County Sheriff 
Tom Johndahl, handed him 18 
little marijuana plants and told 
him they were home-grown. 
“ He insisted he should be 
arrested for cultivation,’’ said 
Mendocino County District At­ 


torney Duncan Jam es. 
But all he got was a citation 
for simple possession, punisha­ 
ble by a maximum $100 fine. 
He tried again — this time 
wearing judicial robes and 
white-face for a theatrical 
touch. He taped two marijuana 
plants to the door of the county 
courthouse. 


He a lso p lan ted a few 
grapevines on the lawn to point 
out “ the overwhelming hypo­ 
crisy .’’ noting that grape- 
growing is legal while raising 
pot plants is a felony. 


About 30 persons showed up 
for the event, none of them law 
enforcement officials. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state Department of Transpor­ 
tation says a pilot project en­ 
couraging the use of “ van 
pools’’ could reduce fuel con­ 
sumption, air pollution and 
parking woes for busy com­ 
muters. 
Unlike a current program in 
which eight state-owned vans 
are used to bring commuters to 
work, the new program would 
help persons keen vans thev 
purchase or lease full of riders. 
“ For every van, 11 people are 
sparing themselves the tension 
and fatigue of driving and sav­ 
ing a collective 100,000 vehicle 
. miles a year,” said Jack Derby, 
car pool director for the depart­ 
ment. 


“ That means far less air and 
noise pollution, reduced wear 
and tear on the highways, lower 
fuel comsumption and fewer 
parking pressures in the city,’’ 
he added. 
Under the plan, if a person 
lives about 22 miles or more 
from work in Sacramento, the 
state will aid him in finding 
enough passengers to fill a van 
for the drive to work. 
Included in the assistance is 
periodic inspection of the van 
and help in maintaining finan­ 
cial records. If the operator 
wants out of the program dur­ 
ing the first year because he 
can’t keep the vehicle full of 
riders, the state will pay 90 per 
cent of his losses when he 


returns or sells the van. 


The person in charge of the 
transportation is required to 
keep a “ class two” bus driver’s 
license and maintain the vehi­ 
cle in good condition. 


Derby said the Sacramento 
program was a pilot project 
and, if successful, it will be 
duplicated in San Diego and San 
Bernardino. 


Derby said the distance limit 
was set because it is difficult to 
break even financially on a van 
operation if the round trip is 
less than 50 miles. In addition, 
that distance is outside the 
range of Regional Transit ser­ 
vice

DEAR REA D ER S: I recently said my 
last goodby to one of the dearest, most 
gentle and soft-spoken gentlemen I ’ve 
ever known — David Brodkey. He was 
also my brother-in-law, having been 
married for over 40 years to my sister, 
Helen, the eldest (and prettiest) of the 
four Friedman girls. 
Dave spent his 66th birthday in the 
hospital, fighting a losing battle against 
lung cancer. He was lucky(?). He went 
fast. Three months. 
You’re wondering, "Did he smoke?” 
Like a chimney! Dave had been a three- 
pack-a-day man for over 45 years. 
Didn’t he have periodic checkups and 
chest X-rays7 He did. but nothing 
showed up in his X-rays until he went 
into the hospital for minor surgery for 
something totally unrelated to the cause 
of his death. 
Oh. Dave had a “ touch of” emphysema 
and a “ little heart warning” a few years 
back, so why didn’t his Doctor insist that 
he quit smoking then? Because his doc­ 
tor also smoked heavily. 
I know that God gives us life, and God 
takes it away, but I can’t help feeling 
that this beautiful man could have lived 
many more years had he not become ad­ 
dicted to tobacco. And addicted he was! 
His craving for nicotine was almost as 
enslaving as heroin to a junky or alcohol 
to an alcoholic. 
Times without number he would 
develop a cough and try to "taper off.” 
He would then allow himself only 10 
cigarettes a day. But after he’d smoked 
his limit, he’d "bum” an extra cigarette 
or two, and soon he’d be back to the old 
routine (He often said. " I don’t really 
smoke them. I just light them, and they 
bum in the ashtray.” ) 
Being a natural "reform er,” over the 
years I sent Dave every stop-smoking 
gimmick and gadget I came across. He 
tried them all, but none of them worked 
for him. 
How come some people smoke up a 
storm and live to be 100? I don’t know. 
(Maybe they build up an “ immunity” to 
nicotine). And how come some people 
who have never smoked develop lung 
cancer? I don’t know the answer to that, 
either But I do know that an overwhelm­ 
ing percentage of those who develop lung 
cancer and heart disease have been 
heavy smokers. 


Not everyone who develops lung 
cancer dies from it. Some are lucky 
enough to survive surgery and live with 
one lung (for example, a former heavy 
smoker, that lovable redhead, Arthur 
Godfrey). Others have had laryngec­ 
tomies (the severing of the vocal chords) 
after which the patient learns to "talk” 
by swallowing air and “ belching” it up 
into audible sounds. (The handsome 
veteran actor, Bill Gargan, another 
notoriously heavy smoker, has lived with 
this for many years). 
1 have devoted a great deal of space in

column to the evils of smoking 
(Perhaps more than some of my smok­ 
ing readers have found tolerable). I ’ve 
also frequently needled those who inflict 
their habit on innocent nonsmokers 


( I’m informed there is now substantial 
evidence that breathing second-hand 
tobacco fumes is almost as damaging to 
the lungs as is smoking the weed itself). 


It’s too late for my brother-in-law, and 
for countless thousands who couldn’t 
break the nicotine habit, but will you do 
yourself (and me) a favor7 If you don’t 
smoke — please don’t start. And if you do 
smoke, don't quit trying to quit until 
you’ve won! I love you.

Rainstorm delays harvests

Blue skies, bright sunshine 
and more importantly for Santa 
Ynez Valley tomato and grape 
g ro w e rs — s tro n g , fre sh 
westerly winds — descended on 
the valley Sunday afternoon in 
the wake of a rare tropical rain­ 
storm which dumped 2.50 in­ 
ches in the area last Friday 
night and Saturday morning. 
The rain, the first to hit the 
valley and Southern California 
in S ep tem b er in any a p ­ 
preciable amount in 30 years, 
caused particular concern to 
Santa Ynez agriculturalists 
The storm canceled plans for 
the beginning ot harvest today 
of the ripening vines on the es­ 
tim ated 800-acres of land 
planted to tomatoes 
T he huge B la c k w e ld e r 
mechanized tomato harvesters 
and crews were due to move 
into the fields early this morn­ 
ing with the state grading in­ 
spection station in Buellton 
scheduled to open to process the 
truck-and trailerloads of ripe, 
red tomatoes 
A majority of the tomatoes 
from valley fields are con­ 
tracted to the Hunt-Wesson 
Cannery, with the round or solid 
variety leaving the fields first. 
They will be follow ed in 
maturity order by the solid or 
pear shape and later by the rec­ 
tangular or square types 
The latter two varieties were 
d e v e lo p e d . 
A n d rew 
T 
P etersen, long-tim e valley 
tomato grower said, for “ more 
solid shipping at less cost ” 
Petersen said the rainstorm 
will result in “ some loss.” to 
the grower The amount, he ad­ 
ded. will depend on how soon 
the ground and vines dry out. 
He indicated crews would be 
in the fields at the first possible 
moment to apply fungicide to 
the vines in order to stem mold.

“ Home owners have reached 
a breaking point.” he added 
“ High tax rates multiplied by 
rising assessments produce a 
tax bill ‘bottom line that is 
driving people from their 
homes."

Hearings slated by ag board 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board, moving into hiÿi gear 
with three new members, holds 
five days of hearings this week 
on proposed changes in its often 
controversial rules. 
Cesar Chavez, president of 
the United Farm Workers of 
America, heads the list of 
witnesses from various groups 
and will testify on proposed 
changes that would open up 
employment lists to union 
organizers. 
The hearings mark the first 
major action by the recently 
rejuvenated board. 
The board ran out of funds in 
April when rural lawmakers 
blocked financing for the 
bankrupt agency because thpy 
claimed it favored the UFW in 


administering the landmark 
Agricultural Labor Relations. 
Three members and the gener­ 
al counsel resigned. 
In an effort to break the 
deadlock, Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. appointed new 
m em bers, including a new 
chairman. The legislature then 
voted a $6.7 million appropria­ 
tion to rejuvenate the board. 
G erald A. Brown, 61, a 
former member of the National 
Labor Relations Board, was 
named chairman. Other new 
members are Robert B. Hutch­ 
inson, 33, a San Mateo attorney 
and vice president of the 
California Trial Lawyers As­ 
sociation, and Ronald L. Ruiz, 
40, a Santa Cruz attorney. 
Named as general counsel 
was Harry J. Delizonna, 39, a 


Bodies of Riverside couple 


recovered from crashed plane 
EUGENE. Ore. (UPI) - The 
bodies of a couple from River­ 
side. Calif., were brought out 
Sunday from a deep canyon in 
the Three Sisters Wilderness 
where their light aircraft 
crashed while on a flight from 
Cottage Grove. 
The dead were tentatively 
identified as John E. Walker, 
50, and Joyce Chaffer. He was 
apparently the pilot of the 
plane, which was registered in 
his name. 
Lane County sheriff’s officers 
said the couple was believed to 
have left Riverside recently on 
a flight to Denver, and had been 
at least as far east as Wyoming, 
according to gasoline purchase 
cards in his possession. The air­ 
craft apparently departed from 
C ottage G rove, O re., on 
Wednesday, but the pilot filed 
no flight plan. 
When the plane crashed it set 
off emergency radio signals, 
but efforts Thursday by search 
aircraft to sight the wreckage 
were unsuccessful. The downed 
plane was located Friday and a 
team of three persons was 
lowered from a helicopter and 
confirmed the two were dead. 
Because of the mangled con­ 
dition of the aircraft, however, 


additional manpower had to be 
brought in with power equip­ 
ment to remove the bodies from 
the aircraft Sunday. The team 
was dropped by helicopter a 
couple miles from the site and 
had to arduously make their 
way to the crash scene. 
Federal investigators were 
expected to trek into the 
wreckage site south of Honey 
Lakes and east of Eugene this 
week in an attempt to deter­ 
mine why the aircraft crashed.

Raindrops

The standard football props were there 
at Huyck Stadium Friday night — 
players, fans, cheerleaders, hot dogs.

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Hayakawa's main target 
now is 'establishment' 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
decade ago, S I. Hayakawa 
became a national symbol of 
the establishment by quelling 
campus dissidents. Now, at age 
70. the national establishement 
is his target in a jaunty cam* 
paign for the U.S. Senate. 
A political newcomer, the 
former San Francisco State 
University president and re­ 
nowned sem anticist is the 
“ am azed and d e lig h te d ” 
Republican nominee facing 
first-term Democratic Sen. John 
V. Tunney. proving again the 
unusual appetities of California 
voters. 
Consider that Hayakawa is 
starting his political career at 
an age when most persons are 
retired. He switched from be­ 
ing a Democrat only three 
years ago and then defeated 
two former lieutenant gover­ 
nors and a congressman to win 
the nomination. His challenge 
to Tunneys right follows a pri­ 
mary election race where the 
senator had to fend off an at­ 
tack from the left by former 
student radical Tom Hayden. 
Public opinion samplings call 
it a tossup so far in the Tunney- 
Hayakawa contest. 
Hayakawa, short with a pen­ 
cil mustache, razor-witted and 
soft-spoken to the degree he is 
sometimes hard to hear, seems 
eager to master “the whole new 
life ahead of me.” 
“I’m just beginning. I don’t 
know the range of possibilities. 
After all. if some of my ideas 
are pretty wacky. I’m sear­ 
ching.” 
His campaign theme is a 
common one. He attacks his op­ 
ponent as a “ full-fledged 
member of the Washington es­ 
tablishment.” But from there 
he quickly parts company with 
the political norm. 
The punchy professorial man­ 
ner th at c a rrie d him to 
prominence as an educator 
carries over to his politics. A 
rally or reception can resemble 
a civics class. He is unabashed, 
sometimes disarming and oc- 
cassionally salty. 
In a recent campaign swing 
up the Central Coast in a 


m otorhom e dubbed “ the 
whale.” Hayakawa was asked 
what he thought about Prop. 13. 
which would legalize dog racing 
in California. 
Jaws dropped at the Republi­ 
can reception when he replied 
politely. “I don’t give a good 
goddamn about greyhounds. I 
can’t think of anything that in­ 
terests me less ” 
In a state that demonstrates 
it conservative GOP leanings at 
nearly every chance, Hayaka­ 
wa allows that he likes the 
idea of a government Civilian 
Conservation Corps “to use up 
the energy of our 17-and 18- 
year-olds.” He is committed to 
recognizing both Chinas “and if 
one doesn’t like it. th at’s 
tough.“ 
Asked about “welfare chea­ 
ters.” an issue certain to bring 
cheers from Republicans on 
Ronald R eagan's turf, he 
agrees there is cause for fiscal 
concern. But in the same 
breath, he lectures, “ Our 
country is wealthy enough to be 
compassionate.” 
He complains there are not 
enough blacks in GOP crowds. 
He calls on the party to reach 
out and “accept the diversity of 
our great land.” 
Hayakawa won the June 8 
prim ary on a shoe-string 
budget, and now is planning a 
healthy $1 million to $1.5 
million election drive. Yet. the 
campaign rumbles down the 
road almost casually. 
A unscheduled sidetrip to a 
cannery on the picturesque 
wharfs at Moss Landing finds 
there is no cannery. There are 
never enough of his popular 
“Sayonara Tunney” buttons to 
go around. A flat tire and dis­ 
regard for his schedule costs 
him a speech before a group of 
elderly, the biggest event 
scheduled for the day. 
Hayakawa rose to national at­ 
tention in 1968. when he was 
promoted from professor to 
president of San Francisco 
State in the midst of the student 
upheavals. Two previous presi­ 
dents had resigned and the 
campus was at a standstill. 
On Dec 2. he climbed atop a 


truck and ripped out wires to a 
loudspeaker being used by dissi­ 
dents. When the students 
reached for him, Hayakawa sl­ 
apped away their hands. 
Wearing his multicolored 
Tam O’Shanter, which has 
become one of his trademarks, 
he continued to confront rioters 
personally, calling them “hood­ 
lums.” A demonstrator once 
grabbed the hat and ran. 
Hayakawa plunged into the 
hostile mob and retrieved it. 
State College Chancellor 
Glenn S. Dumke credited 
Hayakawa’s determination as 
“a national symbol of the turn­ 
ing point in the unfortunate cy­ 
cle of campus turbulence which 
characterized the late 1960s." 
Soon after his “retirement” 
in 1972. he was mentioned as a 
possible U.S. Senate candidate, 
as a Democrat. He changed his 
registration the following year 
and tried to get on the 1974 
ballot, but was blocked because 
he had not been a registered 
Republican for the required one 
year. 
Hayakawa. a native of Van- 
cover, B.C., and a naturalized 
U.S. citizen, earlier achieved 
standing within his academia as 
the author of “ Language in 
Thought and Action," a stan­ 
dard text in speech classes. 
Besides San Francisco State, he 
taught at the University of 
Wisconson, the Illinois Institute 
of Technology and the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago. 
This half-century profes­ 
sional love affair with the 
English language. Hayakawa 
hopes, will serve him should he 
get to Washington.

Independence High School 
has 52 buildings on 102 acres 
on a mammoth campus 
which will eventually in­ 
clude a planetarium, two 
theaters, two gyms, a city 
library, a child care center, 
and a botanical garden park 
and facilities for adult

B ut 
p r i n c i p a l 
Guy 
Kiltgaard said that atten­ 
dance was almost 100 per 
cent last Friday, which was 
a school day between a holi­ 
day and a weekend. Or­ 
dinarily. he said, “you would 
be lucky to see three out of 
four kids.” 
F r a n k 
F i s c a l i n i , 
superintendent of the 20,000- 
student East Side Union 
High School District, con­ 
ceived the supercampus 
community center idea and 
then worked for a decade to 
bring it to reality. 
“There’s not a school like 
it in the country,” said 
Fiscalini. “I know, because I 
visited most of them.” 
In 1966. the district needed 
m ore school space but 
realized that because of 
segregated housing patterns, 
three separate high schools 
would be racially i m­ 
balanced.

Plot unveiled to kill Sen. Kennedy 


S P R I N G F I E L D , 
Mass. 
(UPI) — One of three persons 
arrested in an alleged plot to 
kill Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
was interviewed last year by 
the Secret Service as a possible 
threat to President Ford. 
Robert Earl White, 42, of 
Springfield, was questioned in 
Milwaukee about one year ago, 
Thomas Smith, agent-in-charge 
of the Boston office, said Sun­ 
day. But charges were never 
pressed. 
Kennedy Sunday shrugged off 
the news of the alleged plot, un­ 
covered Saturday when the trio 
was arrested. He continued his 
re-election campaign with a 
visit to a tea hosted by his 
mother Rose Kennedy at a 
Boston hotel. 
The Massachusetts Demo­ 
crat’s top aide. Edward Martin, 
said Kennedy “doesn’t intend to 
change or modify any of his 
plans We re not adding extra 
security.” 
Agent Smith said White “was 
interviewed for making deroga­ 
tory statements in general 
against politicians,” although 
he 
n e v e r 
s p e c i f i c a l l y 
threatened Ford. The interview 
was to to determ ine the 


“seriousness” of his remarks, 
Smith said. 
Also arrested by local police 
were David J. King, 31, of 
Springfield and Sandra Ron­ 
deau. 34, of Westfield. King and 
Mrs. Rondeau were released 
under their own recognizance. 
White was ordered held on 
$50,000 bail. 
The t h ree were to be 
arraigned today in Springfield 
District Court, each charged 
with consiracy to murder. 
King gave several rambling 
interviews to reporters Sunday 
at his ex-w ife’s home in 
Springfield. 
He claimed Kennedy was to 
have been murdered Saturday 
morning at the Oak’s Inn, a 
downtown restaurant where he 
attended a local political 
breakfast. Mrs. Rondeau was 
employed as a waitress there 
until a week ago. 
King said he had seen several 
weapons and that Kennedy was 
supposed to have been shot with 
a sawed-off shotgun. No 
weapons were recovered in the 
alleged plot. 
King claimed he tipped police 
about the plot Friday night. But 


Springfield D etective Lt. 
W alter Rooke said the tip 
wasn’t received until 8 a.m. 
Saturday. He wouldn’t say 
which of the alleged partici­ 
pants called. 


It was not clear why the plan 
was aborted. 
King insisted the plot was 
White’s idea. He said while they 
were living in a local Salvation 
Army center he was offered 
$30,000 by White to disable 
elevators in the hotel building 
housing the restaurant. White 
moved out of the center a week 
ago. 
King claimed White told him 
he was a “hit man for the 
Mafia” from New York and 
that he had money coming in 
from New York to do the job. 


Joseph Yablonski, assistant 
special agent in charge of the 
Boston office of the FBI said 
Sunday his office is conducting 
an investigation to determine if 
any federal laws were violated 


in the alleged plot. 
White and Mrs. Rondeau 
were arrested at her home at 
4:30 p.m. Saturday and King 
was picked up two hours later.

Fields said he enjoys living in 
Philadelphia although his late 
grandfather, famous for his 
bulbous nose, snide remarks 
and deadpan humor, often ex­ 
pressed a strong distaste for the 
city. His epitaph reads: “On the 
whole, I ’d r a t h e r be in 
Philadelphia.” 


Top Cat seeking Slick Chick 
following celebrated CB wedding 


MIAMI (UPI) - Top Cat has 
not seen Slick Chick since three 
days after their celebrated CB- 
broadcast wedding in July. 
Thomas Fuller, who uses the 
nickname Top Cat on his 
Citizens Band radio, and “Slick 
Chick” — Victoria Seaton — 
began their courtship over their 
CBs several months ago, 
arranged to m eet and got 
married. 
But Fuller says Slick Chick 
left to visit her dying father on 
the Rosebud Indian Reserva­ 
tion in South Dakota three days 
after the ceremony. 
He said she telephoned him 


that night, and he wired her 
$2,000 to buy a car. He hasn’t 
heard from her since. 
“She must be dead. She’s 
been killed,” Fuller said. “All I 
want to know is if she’s alive.” 
After notifying the FBI and 
several police agencies and 
spending more than $1,000 on 
phone calls, Fuller still has no 
leads to Slick Chick’s wherea­ 
bouts. 
Rosebud police say they 
haven’t been able to find Slick 
Chick or anyone who could be 
h e r f a t h e r — dyi ng or 
otherwise.

Bo Callaway: A good friend 


WASHINGTON - President Ford’s 
form er cam paign m anager, Howard 
“ Bo” Callaway, lost his job over a con­ 
flict of interest. Now he’s involved in 
another apparent conflict. 
The irrepressible “ Bo” has an in­ 
curably friendly nature. He considers it 
unneighborly to turn down a friend in 
need of a favor. While 
he was Secretary of 
th e A rm y, he in ­ 
terv en ed w ith the 
Forest Service to help 
gain a favorable land 
ruling for a friend who 
h ad 
o p e n e d 
th e 
Crested Butte, Colo., 
ski resort. It turned 
out that Callaway had 
a financial stake in the 
resort. 
This cost him the 
campaign 
m anager’s 
job He gave it up, protesting his in­ 
nocence to the end. Now we’ve learned 
that he helped another friend. Jay C. 
Tapp, fight a dam that would have 
flooded his vacation home 
Again 
Callaway is protesting his innocence 
with all possible vigor. 
He co m es a c ro s s as a ru s tic 
sophisticate, with a blend of shrewdness 
and amiability in his Georgia twang But 
the facts speak for themselves. 
Callaway became acquainted with 
Tapp through the Young Presidents 
Organization, which is made up of cor­ 
porate heads who are under 50 years old 
and whose companies have an annual 
business volume of more than $2 million. 
The Army Engineers planned a dam at 
Clopton Crossing, Tex , which would sub­ 
merge Tapp’s vacation home under 30 
feet of water 
Tapp, therefore, com­ 
plained about the Clopton Crossing 
project. 
In a January. 1975. letter to Callaway. 


Tapp complained about the Clopton Cros 
sing project and suggested the creation 
of an advisory committee to oversee the 
planning of the Army Engineers. As 
Army Secretary, the obliging Callaway 
created the Army Civil Works Advisory 
Committee and appointed Tapp to head 
it. 
Sen 
Patrick Leahy, D.-Vt., is in­ 
vestigating the case. He found that Tapp 
used his position on the committee 
almost exclusively to fight the project 
that threatened his vacation home. 
Footnote: Tapp told our associate, 
Jack Cloherty. that he gave priority to 
the Clopton Crossing project because it 
was located in his region He denied this 
was a conflict, contending that the dam 
would leave him with valuable lakefront 
property. 
Callaway admitted that he took a 
special interest in Tapp’s committee. 
This was not to help Tapp, he insisted, 
but to provide the Army with “ free 
business expertise ” Callaway said he 
didn’t even know about Tapp's apparent 
conflict. 
HEADHUNTING: As each Congress 
fades into history, it leaves behind a few 
more lame ducks who don’t want to go 
back to Pocatello.

Spiro's back 


It’s kind of difficult these days to keep 
track of Spiro Agnew He seems to jump 
in and out of ventures as quick and as 
fast as Frank Sinatra, always hitting a 
headline or a television show. 
The last time we saw Spiro was on a 
television talk show. He was doing what 
everybody does on a television talk show. 
He was promoting a 
book Believe it or not, 
it was a novel. We un­ 
d e rsta n d the book 
didn’t do too well. 
Some people bought it 
for curiosity sake. 
Now we hear Spiro 
is back into another 
venture He has taken 
over a tax-exem pt 
foundation that wants 
to achieve a “ better 
balance in the news.”

We re going to have to relive those 
days in 1969 and 1970, it seems, when 
Agnew uttered such sayings as “ natter­ 
ing nabobs.” “ struthious” and “ tomen- 
tose exhibitions” when talking about his 
feelings toward the fourth estate. 
As one commentator said, however, 
there is great danger in having Agnew on 
the prowl again Even though he doesn’t 
know what he’s talking about, some peo­ 
ple will inevitably believe his every 
word. 
It is extremely difficult to understand 
how a man can profess to be an expert in 
communication when he uses, as Agnew 
did, such sentences as: “ I had endured 
the didactic inadequacies of the gar­ 
rulous in silence.”

OIL SPILLOVER: The defenders of 
the oil industry have been quoting lately 
from a study that attacks governmental 
attempts to break up the giant oil com­ 
panies. 
The s c h o la r ly w o rk , e n title d 
“Competition in the Oil Industry," has 
been touted as an independent, objective 
study of the divestiture issue. At least 
one major oil company. Mobil, has 
quoted directly from the report in its 
national advertising campaign against 
divestiture. 
We have now learned that the study 
was funded, in part, by oil money The 
principal sponsor was the National 
Science Foundation, which put up 
$130.000 But the additional $125.000 was 
contributed by two independent oil 
marketing groups 
The Independent Oil M ark eters’ 
Conference, which opposes divestiture, 
funneled $85.000 into the project through 
George Washington University. Another 
oil group, known as the Southern Caucus, 
contributed $40.000 
Perhaps it is only coincidental, but the 
report concludes that “ attem pts to 
punish the oil industry for alleged an­ 
ticompetitive behavior are contrary to 
the national interest " 


Guess what they’re arguing about in 
cosmopolitan New York? I don’t mean 
the hard-hats, or the police, or firemen, 
or elevator operators, or journalists, but 
the tablet-keepers of society — the 
teachers?

Indeed it was the finest flower of New 
York liberalism , Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, who had said that there is no 
right to strike against the state any time, 
anywhere So that the same teachers 
who. however unsuccessfully, had been 
teaching their students day after day to 
obey the law. found themselves most 
flagrantly disobeying the law. giving rise 
to a generation’s skepticism about their 
devotion to the law 


our picket line and scabbed and taught 
classes during our strike. And I urge you 
to send to the Congress of the United 
States not a scab but a person who never 
crossed a picket line and never will, 
Patrick Moynihan ” 
I should in passing rem ark that it is in­ 
conceivable that Mr. Moynihan, who is 
an intelligent and honorable man, would 
ever take such an oath. It is enough of a 
strain on the conscience of many 
Catholics to believe in the infallibility of 
the Pope To believe in the infallibility of 
Albert Shanker is m ore than even 
schoolchildren educated under his 
system would be capable of believing. 
But what is interesting is the reaction 
of Bella Abzug. She screeched with pain, 
swearing it was not so. What happened, 
she said, was that she went into the 
schoolhouse after the Parents Associa­ 
tion decided to open up the school, for the 


sole purpose of inspecting it prior to 
sending her child back — she positively 
did not cross the picket line in order to 
teach. Most New Yorkers were at least 
relieved to learn from the exchange that 
Mrs Abzug in fact had never taught their 
children, however briefly. 
But one gathers. Mr. Shanker’s un­ 
ionists continue to harbor their dark 
suspicion that Mrs. Abzug might have 
been guilty of an act of civic virtue. 
Because when they left the hall, they left 
it singing to the tune of "Bye, Bye 
Blackbird.” the dread anathema: “ Back 
in 1968/When you walked through that 
gate/Bye. Bye Bella /When you crossed 
that picket line/You crossed us. Now pay 
the fine Bye. Bye Bella./No one here can 
love or understand you/Here’s the story 
that we’re bound to hand you/Daniel 
Patrick Movnihan/He’s no scab/H e’s our 
man Bella, bve. bye "

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - When 
Rabbi Baruch Korff began his curious 
defense of Richard Nixon in 1973, one 
was reminded of Woodrow Wilson's ad­ 
vice regarding the proper response to 
zealots: the wise thing to do is to en­ 
courage them to hire a hall and talk to 
the people, for “nothing chills nonsense 
like exposure to air.” 
Three years later 
the rabbi’s campaign 
has indeed become 
frozen 
irrelevance, 
tiresome in its repeti­ 
tion and noteworthy 
only for its value as a 
sem i-arrogant rem ­ 
nant of what so soon 
seems an impossible 
past. Yet his c a m -_________ ____ 
paign continues. It is 
an effort now beyond 
the public sympathy, 
now perm anently relegated to the 
fringes of decorum — yet it goes on In a 
way. the rabbi’s endless promotion of the 
former President has given a bad name 
to compassion 
Korff surfaced again at the Republican 
National Convention He was there to ad­ 
vise anyone who listened that Richard 
Nixon was “ the greatest president of the 
20th century.” He admonished the 
Republicans for omitting the name Nix­ 
on from all but private conversation He 
said they would be sorry A judgment 
day is coming. “ I believe the American 
people w ill fo rg iv e the sin s of 
Watergate ” 
It is increasingly painful to hear him 
is worse to view his performance A 
short and pompous man, full of himself, 
he is a living memorial to his champion, 
hence convinced of the need for personal 
stature and regal wisdom He dresses in 
black, rarely smiles, and when speaking 
to the subjects he forms sentences with 
the expectation they are being recorded 
for all tim e. “ The a rc h ite c ts of 
Watergate,” he intones solemnly, “ were 
the Democratic hierarchy.” 
Nobody is listening now, of course. But 
it is not hard to recall when they were In 
the last months of 1973 and throughout 
1974 the rabbi was something of a 
folkhero patriot. Richard Nixon could 
not get the Republican committee to 
work on his behalf, and even the White 
House was unable to muster visible 
public appreciation. Then came Korff, a 
Ukranian Jew with a proclivity for 
fighting lost causes Embracing Nixon, 
he became an instant celebrity, and he 
loved it — every interview, every ap­ 
pearance, every glint of the Kleig lights. 
Nixon loved it also, of course Korff 
held gala gatherings of support for the 
Watergater. Jerry Ford showed up at 
one to say he believed “ Richard Nixon’s 
place in history already stands secure ” 
Cabinet members and military generals 
packed a ffa irs K orff sponsored 
Millionaries and media haters were 
there And everyone urged the President 
of the United States to fight the laws and 
statutes he was sworn to uphold 
Nixon did not attend the affairs. But on 
one occasion he called in by phone to ad­ 
dress the adulators. Korff treated the 
moment with supreme reverence. Had 
anyone present sneezed they'd have been 
sent to the rack Nixon said he would not 
quit, and that “ we are going to continue 
until we win ” Then a band began play­ 


ing. and the cheers of the audience 
followed At length, after the tumult had 
ended Korff put his mouth against the 
phone receiver and said: “ We love you 
dearly.” 
Korff s love has since become a 
crushing thing One suspects even Nix­ 
on has tired of it. It cannot do the former 
President s shredded image any good to 
have somebody going about reminding 
the world of the days of shame. Many of 
Nixon’s old friends agree. They view 
Korff as an opportunist, stuffy as hell, 
and as much concerned with his own 
reputation as that of the 37th president. 
And yet. even if he wanted, Nixon 
could not afford to brush the rabbi back 
into obscurity. Korff has raised $335.000 
in cash and $165.000 in pledges to ease the 
legal expenses at San Clemente This is a 
friendship, then, paid for by one party 
and sold by the other Mortifications or 
not. the partnership has been profitable 
all around. 
So Rabbi Korff will continue his act 
He will go on showing up wherever there 
is an available ear, purse or television 
camera He will work to his last breath 
to convince America of its lack of heart 
And if he cannot change Richard Nixon’s 
place in history, never mind: he will at 
least have made a bizarre place for 
himself
